INTRODUCTORY. 

In  this  revision  is  given  a  schedule  of  school  supplieB  and  road  oonr 
ftruetion  machinery  in  general  use,  arranged  in  classified  form,  with 

quotation  of  prices. 

The  description  and  prices  of  articles  herein  set  forth  have  been  care- 
fully seteoted  from  a  number  of  price  Usts  of  reputable  firms,  dealers  and 
manufacturers  in  the  State  of  Indiana  of  the  varied  lines  utilized  in  the 
several  classifications. 

The  home  merchant  as  a  taxpayer  is  a  constituent  part  of  the  oom^ 
munity,  its  interests  and  welfare.  In  consideration  of  the  justice  of  the 
well-known  principle  of  home  recognition,  the  attention  of  trustees  is 
caUed  to  the  advisability  of  giving  their  patronage  of  township  suppUes 
to  their  local  dealers,  when  their  bids  conform  in  quality  and  price  to  the 
lowest  oompetetive  bids,  as  may  be  determined  by  trustees  and  advisory 
boards,  aided  by  the  withm  price  list. 

With  the  omission  fix>m  this  revised  edition  of  firm  names  from  whom 
the  within  quotations  of  prices  have  been  obtained,  the  guide  will,  I 
believe,  be  none  the  less  convincing  to  trustees  of  the  genuineness  of  the 
prices  so  quoted.  This  department,  at  all  times  and  under  all  chwum- 
stanoes,  wishes  it  to  be  understood  that  it  does  not,  in  the  least  degree, 
intend  to  show  any  favoritism  or  discrimination  between  reputable  firms 
m  the  State  desuing  to  bid  on  township  supplies.  It  has  been  the  aim  of 
the  State  Board  of  Accounts  to  investigate  very  thoroughly  the  character 
of  suppHes,  such  as  trustees  are  reqmred  to  purchase,  and  to  procure  from 
a  large  number  of  Indiana  dealers  and  manufacturers  reliable,  conaervar 
tive  prices,  thereby  conserving  the  best  interests  of  the  taxpayers. 

The  township  advisory  boards,  by  statute,  are  required  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  township  suppUes  for  the 
school  year  and  the  trustee  is  required  to  advertise  for  bids  covering  these 
estimates  by  posting  five  (6)  notices  in  the  township  for  a  period  of  three 
weeks.  If  the  contemplated  ocpendituro  in  any  one  class  of  siippUes 
amounts  to  so  much  as  $500.00,  the  tiiistee  is  further  required  to  advertise 
in  two  newspapers  in  the  county  representing  the  leading  political  parties. 
In  addition  to  the  statutory  provisions,  this  department  has  for  the  past 
four  years  reqmred  the  township  trustee  to  file  in  this  office  a  complete 
list  of  aU  suppUes  for  which  proposals  are  requested,  also  when  and  where 
the  bids  wiU  be  received.  Said  Usts  are  on  file  for  the  benefit  of  aU  supply 
dealers  and  merchants  who  desiro  to  bid. 

After  the  trustee  receives  bids  pursuant  to  notioes,  as  above  stated, 
he  should  then  compare  the  prices  nained  in  the  various  bids  with  the 
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prices  named  in  the  Price  List  (Juulc  and  dot^Tmine  which  firm  is  the 
lowest  bidder,  considering  the  quality  of  the  frc-.ls.  The  statute  further 
requires  that  the  advisory  board  shaU  attend  the  letting  and  tlu'  board 
may  reject  any  or  aU  bids.  The  trustee  shall  examine  the  buls,  and  sha  I 
satisfy  himself  as  to  which  is  the  lowest  and  best  bid,  af t^r  advising  with 
the  advisory  board  thereon.  The  trustee  must  preserve  all  the  bids,  and 
endorse  ou  each  bid  whether  it  is  accepted  or  rejected  and  the  reasons

It  is  deemed  proper  to  caU  attention  to  the  Act  of  1905,  and  later 
amendments  thereto,  sections  9918  to  9926,  Burns'  R.  S.  1914,  which 
provides  for  the  manufacture  by  the  inmates  of  the  Indiana  Reformatory 
of  such  articles  and  supplies  as  are  used  by  the  State  Institutions  and  the 
political  di\  isions  of  the  State,  and  requires  counties,  townships  and  other 
political  divisions  to  purchase  such  articles.  It  is,  however,  provided  in 
section  3  of  the  Act : 

"That  said  reformatory  shaU  not  produce  any  school  books  and  desks 
used  by  pupils  for  use,  or  which  shall  be  used  in  the  common  schools  of 
the  state,  or  print  any  other  books  or  blanks  except  for  the  use  of  said 
reformatory." 

Section  5  as  amended  in  1911  provides: 

"In  no  case  shaU  bids  be  asked  for  or  goods  bought  unless  a  written 
statement  has  been  received  from  the  superintendent  of  the  Indiana 
Reformatory  that  the  articles  desired  cannot  be  supplied  by  said  re- 
formatory when  they  are  needed."  (As  amended,  Acts  1911,  page  519.) 
Section  6  provides : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  managers  from  time  to  time 
after  taking  effect  of  this  act.  to  issue  a  printed  descriptive  catalogue  to 
the  various  state  institutions  and  political  divisions  of  the  state,  showing 
m  detaa  and  by  cuts  such  articles  as  the  management  is  able  to  manu- 
facture; and  when  such  state  institutions  or  political  divisions  of  the  state 
of  Indiana  are  in  need  of  such  articles  as  described  in  said  catalogue,  the 
boards  of  control,  boards  of  trustees,  or  boards  of  managers  and  the  heads 
of  such  institutions,  boards  of  county  eommisrioners,  township  trustees, 
superintendents  of  poor  asylums  and  county  sheriffs  shaU  make  requisi- 
tion on  the  managers  of  said  reformatory  for  such  articles  as  are  needed, 
giving  the  board  of  managers  a  reasonable  timt;  to  manufacture  the  articles 
so  requn«d,  and  shall  not  purchase  any  such  articles  elsewhere  unless  the 
same  cannot  be  furnished  by  such  reformatory.  Said  boards  and  above 
named  officers  shall  not  contract  for  or  pay  any  biU  for  any  such  articles  as 
are  made  at  said  reformatory  which  are  shown  in  the  catalogue  to  be 
issued  as  aforesaid,  until  a  written  statement  has  been  given  them  that 
such  institution  cannot  furnish  such  articles." 

Section  8  provides  : 

"Any  member  of  a  county  council,  a  county  commissioner,  township 
trustee,  or  any  member  of  a  board  or  other  official  of  a  state  institution 
or  any  other  person  who  wilfally  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
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in  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  therefor  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  addition  may  be  removed  from 

office." 

Section  9  provides: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  prosecuting  attorneys  of  this 
state  in  their  respective  counties  to  diligently  prosecute,  by  indictment 
or  information,  any  and  all  violators  of  this  act." 

The  act  requires  public  officials  of  the  state,  to  purchase  all  articles 
and  supplies  they  may  need  from  the  reformatory-  if  such  articles  or  supplies 
can  be  furnished  by  the  reformatory,  and  to  pay  the  price  therefor  fixed 
by  the  board  of  classification.  You  are  not  required  to  advertise  for  bids 
on  such  articles  as  you  purchase  bom  the  ref (nmatory. 

Note — Attention  is  hereby  called  to  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  1915,  Chapter  170,  page  625,  wherein  it  is  provided  that  all  political 
divisions  of  the  State  using  supplies  such  as  are  produced  under  the  saper- 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Industrial  Aid  for  the  Blind,  shall  be  required  to 

purchase  such  articles  in  the  same  mann^  and  under  the  same  conditions 

as  articles  produced  in^^the  Indiana  Reformatory  are  now  required  to  be 
purchased  by  law.
